tion to a Cardinalſhip ; if this were a place to

I now paſs ever, This Cardinal, after he had 
been in great Eſteem at the Court of Vienna,

of Cardinal Grimani. I am not entring upon 
Relation of what was done by theſe Forces, 
or what paſſed at Naples, that does not relate 
to my Purpoſe, I ſhall only ſay, that the Im- 
perial Court, of whoſe Deſigns Cardinal Gr:- 
mani was not throughly appriſed, thought that 
the Dignity of Viceroy of Naples ought rather 
to be conferr'd upon a Perſon who was both 
Soldier and Stateſman, than upon one who 
made no Profeſſion of Arms; beſides Count 
Martinitx had upon ſeveral Occaſions ſigna- 
1i2'd his great Zeal for the Intereſt of the Em- 
peror, and particularly at Rome, where he 
pouaſned things on with fuch Fervour, that after 
\ many repeated Complaints by the Pope againſt 
him the Emperor was oblig'd to recall him; 
in the mean while, if we confider the natural 
Inconſtancy of the Neapolitans, tis not to be 
wonder'd at that a Man ſo active and bold as 
S Cardinal Grimani ſhould prevail upon them as 
much as Maſſanello had eee done, who 
Was but a very inconſiderable Fellow; and yet 
there was Cauſe to fear that twould be difficult 
for the Cardinal to effect his Deſign, becauſe

_ thoſe of France. For tis known that the Right 
of Philip V. to the Crown of Spain was not 
called in queſtion a long time after. _ 

From this we can't but ſuppoſe, that Eng- 
land and Holland looked upon the Deſtruction | 
of Tuulon, as an Affair of the greateſt Impor- 
tance to them, tne ſucceſs of waich muſt needs 
procure. them great Advantages. Thefe two. 
States therefore having reſolved upon the ruin 


of Toulon, and knowing what paſſed in the 


Council of Vienna, thought it not ſufficient 
that the Duke of Savoy was upon ſeveral ac- |

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counts gained over to their. Intereſt; but think- 
Wing allo that ther. could not ſucceed-in their 
Deſign, unleſs Prince Eugene was likewiſe en⸗

the ſame time to hinder the Emperor from 
ſending him to Maples, to the end he might 
take upon him the Expedition into Provence, 
being perſuaded that no body could undertake 
it with greater Honour than this Prince.

| Yet if we look back upon whathas paſſed in: 
| taly during the preſent War, we ſhall ſee, 
that except the Affair of Turin, in which Pr. 
Eugene ſucceeded for Reaſons 1 ſhall mention 
afterwards, he has been always beat for theſe 
fx Years; that all his Projects have miſcar- 
ried; that he loſt or ſuffer'd to be loſt almoſt 
all the Cities of Taly, and the moſt conſidera- 
ble Poſts there one after another; that he wass 
chaſed out of Italy, and drove as far as Tirol; 
that he ſaw. Trent beſieged ; that he was ſeve- 
ral times driven into the Mountains, where his: 
Army ſuffer d much; and having loſt the Bat- 
tle of Luxara at the beginning of the War, he 
miſcarried, in the laſt place, at the two great 
Hhattles of Calcinato and Caſſano; yet the Engliſh. 
and Dutch believe h im to be the greateſt Con- 
ueror that ever was. Tis true that he prov'd' 
uccesful in the Affair of Turin; but he -es 
this Advantage to thoſe who prevented our _ 
ITroops- going out of the Lines, and died in 
the Battle; fo that twas no difficult Matter 
| for the Duke of Savoy and Prince Eugene with

Dutch, ſetting a Value upon Prince Eugene 
for his great Exploits, made him very advan- 


tageous Offers, which were to be accompany'd 
with the higheſt Honours; nor are we to won- 
der that this Prince uſed his beſt Endeavours 
to engage the Emperor to conſent to his going 
upon this Expedition with part of the German 


Forces; and fince he repreſented to his Impe- 


rial Majeſty what 1 Advantages muſt ac- 
crue to him by the Ruin of Fance, we are not 


to wonder that he gave his Conſent, without 


- N at the ſame time the Affair of Na- 


les; but, as it happily fell ont, this Buſineſs 
did not require a great Army: The Matter in 
hand was a Revolt, which was to break out as 


ſoon as a Body of Troops appear'd, and the 


Rebels were to do the reſt in Conjun&ion with 


thoſe Forces. Although the Number detach'd 


for this Expedition was but ſmall, yet the 
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rh and Dutch were not ſatisfied with it, 
End continued their Complaints to the Empe- 
or's Envoys; but they were ſomewhat appea-.

yers, and Mrs. 4.  Atbert-Saint-Hipolite, ang 


Bonfillon, their Colleagues, who, in purſgance 
of the Orders they had received, cauſed alf the 
Gates of the City to be wall'd up, except 
| three, at which, as well as at the Town- 
Honſe, Guards were placed, wherein all the 
| Perſons of Quality, the Preſidents a Mortier, 

thoſe of the Chamber of Accounts, the Court 


| of Aids of the Country, and Gentlemen, were 


e to ſet an Example to the reſt of the 
Inhabitants, by mounting the Guard in their 
turn. In the mean time, advice was brought 
to Aix, that Mareſchal Thefſe was coming to 
Siſteron, which obliged the Marqueſs de Caſte- 
lane to go thither to receive him, -and farniſh 
his Troops with all neceſſary Refreſhment. 
This 1 who conftantly followed Ma- 
reſchal Theſſe through all parts of the Province, 
executed his Commiſſion ſo honourably, that 
be gave equal Satisfactiou as well to the Ge- 
neral- Officers, Who commended him highly, 
as to the whole Province, which was a very 
difficult matter, at a time, when the Souldiers 
commonly take the greateſt liberty. Marſhal 


| Thefſe arrived at Aiæ the 22d of July, having 
. E33 


T 
no Troops left with him, thoſe which he had 
brought, being ha ppily got into Toulon; 
a Council was held, wherein it was propos'd to 
form a Camp beyond the Durance, which 
would have expoſed the City of Aiæ, Marſeilles, 
and Arles, and the greateft part of the Pro- 
vince; but twas reſolved to make an Appear- 
ance in the firſt of thoſe Cities, and to wait for 
the Succours, which were ſpeedily: to arrive, 
This proved the beſt courſe, as Experience af- 
terwards ſhewed. But that which moſt en- 
_ courag'd the City of Aix, was the arrival of 
Count Medavy, who came thither the 5th of 
' Aughſt, with the Troops he had brought: He 
was received there with great Acclamations, 
and went the Day following to Gemenos, Where 
it had been reſolv'd in 8 to form a 
Camp. This Poſt, which lies between Aix, 
Touler, and Marſeilles, cover d not only thoſe 
two great Cities, but likewiſe ſecur'd the 
Troops which were marching to Teulon; and 
Count Medavi had not come out of it, but that 
the Enemies Cavalry came to Brignoles, and as 
far as St. Maximin, which they lid under 
contribution. This obliged Count Medavi 
to quit that place, and to poſt himſelf at Sil- 
. tons, the better to hinder the Enemies Excur- 
ſions, and to fall upon their Parties, Who fo- 
rag d within four Leagues of Aix. M. Albert 
de Saint Hypolite, the ſecond Conſul, was ap- 
pointed to order the Province, to furniſn what 
Ammunition was neceſſary for this Army; 
during which, Mrs. Audibert and Bonfillon, 
were left to guard the City, in which the 
Marqueſs d Tromp was to command, and 
all of them acquitted themſelves of their Truſt 


- 
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extremely well. When Count Medaui came 
before Aix, his Troops were ſupplied at his 
Arrival, with 40000 Rations of Oats, and as 
much Hay, with all other {drts of Refreſu- 
ments: But what is moſt ſurpriſing, is, that 
tho' the Enemies Army had enter'd Provence, 
| they found means for the Subſiſtance of all the 
Troops, which came to reſcue it, though there 
was but little Money in the publick Treaſury. 
This was owning to the Vigilance of the Con- 
ſuls of Aix, and the People's Zeal to open their 
Purſes. Thoſe who wanted Money, farniſh'd 
their Quota of Neceſſaries upon truſt, and that 
in a time, wherein, according to all appear- 
ance, Provence could ſcarce be able to make 
head againſt the Enemies Forces; but the 
Loyalty of the Peaſants of this Country was 
ſo great, that, althogh the Duke of Savoy was 
Maſter of one of the fineſt parts of the Pro- 
vince, there was not ſo much as one Man that 
declar'd for him, and joyn'd his Forces. Mar- 
ſhal Teſſe, after he had conducted the firſt 
Troops before Toulon, was receiv'd at his re- 
turn, with all imaginable Honour; as was 
likewiſæ Count Medavi. In a word, every one 
behav'd themſelves fo well, and the Peaſants 
expreſt ſo much Zeal and Affection, that thoſe 
two Generals declar'd themſelves to be ex- 
ceeding well ſatisfied with it; and that nothing 
| could be added to the Zeal they demonſtrated, 
| for the Service of the King, and the Honour of 
their ahr En TER, 
This will not be wonder'd at, if we reflect 
upon the Example, which the Parliament of 
Aix gave to all Provence. The following Let- 
ter will inform us of ſome things equall7 
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amazing, and that perhaps which never hap- 

_ pen'd before, which muſt augment the Glory, 
and perpetuate the Memory of thoſe who ſuc-

| T2 U have pleaſed me extremely. by inform- 
ing me, in your Letter of the 1 oth Tuftant, of 


all the extraordinary Movements at Toulon, 
for your common Defence: Perhaps the miſe 
Precautions every where taken, may prevent the 
Duke of Savoy's advancing further; but however 
that be, I am of opinion, he will every where find 
People prepared to give him a warm Reception. 
Tou are very well ee of the important Ser 
vices done by Ar. le Bret the Intendant, to the 


King, and to Provence; but J perceive, you are 


ignorant of the Methods he took to get Mone), 
which was abſolutely neceſſary, until Returns 
ſhould be made, to pay all the Troops that are in 
Provence, and therefore I will inform. you, 


Mr. le Bret, you know, is the only Perſon who

made the Thing ſo publick, that the Magiſtrates 
of the City, and others, according to their Ex- 
ample, were willing to ſhare in the Glory of ha- 
wing aſſifted their Country.

Coms. But as thoſe Bills ſeemed to be of little 
tſe, every one wonder'd what he would do with 


them, and how he would make Money of them. 


There was indeed a great deal of difficulty in it; 
for the time being fhort, the Enemy at the Gates 


of the City, and every Body being uncertain what 


Progreſs they might make, and of the Conſequen- 


ces that might attend it, the thing ſeem'd impra- 


cticalle But Mr. le Bret foreſam all thoſe Obſta- 
cles, and knew what he had to do. Some Mer- 

_ chants of Marſeilles had conſiderable Sums in 
foreign Coin, particularly Cobs; and he pray d 
them to ſell him them. They made ſome difficulty 
o grant it at firſt, fearing it would be long ere

The Inhabitants of Marſeilles did not content 


| themſelves with doing what I have now told © 


you, but alſo form'd ſuch Deſigns for the De- 
tence of their City, and of the whole Province, 
as diſcover'd their Reſolution to defend them- 
ſelves to the laſt drop of their Blood. To this 
end 9700 of the Inhabitants took Arms, divi- 
ded into Companies of 25 each, commanded- 
by the moſt Warlike Merchants: They alſo. 
form'd four Companies of Muſqueteers, com- 
poſed of the unmarried Youth of the beſt Fa- 
milies of the Town: They were 400 in num- 
ber, commanded by M. de Forville, Governor 
of the City. * They form'd likewiſe a Froop of 
120 Horſe, moſt of whom had been 9 or 10 
Years in the Army; and M. de Lobet was their 
Captain. All thoſe Troops were under the 
Command of M. de Forville. Beſides theſe, 
there were 6000 armed Peaſants in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Marſeilles. And by good 2s 
there was in the Town 250 Load of old

Corn, which would have been of great uſe on 


occaſion. They likewiſe prepared 250 Beds 
for ſick and wounded Officers that ſhould be 
. fent from Toulon : And thoſe Beds being fur- 


niſhed by the Inhabitants, we may juſtly ſax 


they contributed more ways than one towards 
chaſing the Enemy out of Provence; and that: 
they not only opened their Purſes, but reſolved 
likewiſe to ſpend their Blood in defence of their 
Country. And as the number of Deſerters

was great, an Officer was appointed to take 
care of their Subſiſtance: Which had a very 
good effect, both becauſe of the great number 
Eos for, and the Rumour being alſo 
en, . in their Camp of the great care taken of 
them; and that Promiſe was faithfully kept to 
them, it e them to come over in grea- 
ter numbers.

While all the Towns and open Country of 


Provence were doing what they could for the 


Safety of the Country, let us take a view of 
what the Marines in Toulon did on their

No recourſe could be-had to any but their 


Officers, to put the Town in a Condition to 


make a good Defence, toward the Fortifica- 


tion of which there had been nothing done of a- 


long time. They found ways in a Month's 


time to caſt up a Rampart and Parapets, above 
half the Circumference of the Town, where 
there were none before; and this was done a 
with ſo much diligence, that all the old Works 
were repaired, and the new ones compleated, 
one of the chief of which was the Entrench- 


ments of St. Anne, before the Duke of Savoy 


arriv'd. The Crews of a Squadron of 8 Gal-

When he perceived that the Enemy had 


fixed a Battery of Mortars, he took the pre-

That which gave occaſion of different Re- 
rts concerning the Ships, was, that when the 
arquis de Langeron arriv'd at Toulon, he had 
Orders from the King to diſpoſe all the Ships 
fo, as they might be ſunk in the Road, and in- 
tirely cover'd with Water, in caſe Toulon 
could not be relieved, that the Enemy might 
not burn them, nor weigh them up, without 
nuch difficulty, and a great deal of time: 
By which his Majeſty might have had an Op- 
portunity to retake the Place; but the Mar- 
quis de Langeron, after the Arrival of the firſt 
Forty Battalions; did not think fit to put thoſe 
Orders in execution; for tis eaſy to conceive, 
there is a great deal of difference betwixt 
linking Ships in a Road, and filling their 
Holds with Water.

were told by 16 Deſerters, who came to 
ſurrender themſelves about two a. clock to the 
advanced Guard. Our Bombardiers being 
no leſs dextrous than our Gnnners, did from 
tine to time play ſome Bombs with won- 
derful exactneſs upon che Enemies Poſts; 
„and the Bombardiers on the Baſtion of 
S..

tte Caſe was not parallel in the Affair of 


_ Thowlon, Marſhal Tefſe's Army was not in 
the open Field, nor encamped near that 
of the Duke of Savoy, but lay up and 
down in Intrenchments, in Hills and 
Dales, Forts and Ramparts ; ſo that to 


have purſued the Duke of Savoy, all this 


Army muſt have come from their ſeveral 
Poſts, put themſelves in order, provided 
for theirSubſiſtance,and entred upon their 
March, which would have requird a 
great deal of time. But ſuppoſe Marſhal 
Teſſe had attempted this, "would have been 
my — ah 
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of the Troops being come to Tboulm, in 
a hurry, and without Baggage, and after 


they were arr ived, they could not have 
their Baggage and Horſes in all the Poſts 


IJ have mentioned. So that Marſhal Teſſe 
may: be ſaid to have done all that Was 
poſſible for him to do, in the condition 
he was in at the time of the Enemies De- 


campment ; having before made ſeveral 
Detachments to harraſs the Flanks of the 


Enemy, and cut off much of the Subſj- 
tance which they might have found iir 
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their March. And what is moſt ſurpti- 


ſing, after all I have ſaid, is, that this 


General, notwithſtanding ſo many Diffi- 
culties, or rather Impoflibilities, took fo 
juſt Meaſures, and acted with ſuch Expe- 
dition, that altho the 'Enemies did not 


decamp before the 22d, he followed them 
the 23d, as may be ſeen by the following

The Biſhop of Frejus who had left that 
place and was gone for Ain, at the time 
the Duke of Savoy went from Frejus in his 
March towards Toulon, underſtanding that 
this Prinee, after the breaking up of the 
Siege, was to return by Frejus, and being 
deſirous upon ſeveral Accounts to be there 
at the time of his paſſing by it, wrote from 
Aix to the Duke to deſire a Paſſ- port of 
him, but receiving no Anſwer, he joined 
in with the Marqueſs of Caylas who com- 
manded æ body of 1100 Horſe, and waited 
too Leagues from Fre jus, till the Enemies 
were all gone paſt it. The Marqueſs of 


4 Caylas ſent a party of 300 Dragoons, whicli 
much diſturbed their Rear-Guard, obliging 
them to March off ſooner than e 
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they would have done, and prevented the 


burning of ſeveral neighbouring Villages. 
This party entred the City two Hours af- 


ter the Enemy had left it, and were re- 
ceived there with Great Acclamations, all 
the People crying out Vive le R. 
While the Enemies were marching 
through Provence to regain the Yar, the 


City of la Grace gave repeated Inſtances of 
their Zeal and Fidelity, Twas inveſted 


by 600 Horſe, whilſt 2000 Men, diſpers d 
round about the Country, committed great 


Ravages there, and burnt the Houſes. The 
Officer that commanded the 600 Horſe, 
demanded the Barrier of one of the Gates 
to be ſurrender'd to him. A Conſul and 
a certain Gentleman, little vers d in Mili- 
tary Affairs, thought themſelves oblig d to 
deliver up this Barrier; and the Condi- 
tion they. were in had ſo diſturbd them, 
and diſordered their Minds, that they Wl 


asked no bodies Advice. The People un- 


derſtanding what had paſſed, ſeemed to be in 


this Barrier. The Major of the Regi- 


ment of Cambreſis, who was in the City, 
inveighed extreamly againſt the Perſons, 
Who, through Fear, had acted quite con- 
tTrary to their Duty, without conſidering WM 

the Conſequences of ſuch à Submiſſion; and 
to prevent the Enemies from getting ay hs

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Advantage by it, they preſently began to 


throw up Entrenchments in the Streers, 

where they were reſoly'd to defend them- 

ſelves to the laſt Extremity, in caſe the 

Enemies ſhould attempt to force the Gate 

of the City, ſince they had made them 

ſelves Maſters of the Barrier.

Although the great Number of parti 
cular Accounts of what the Enemies did, 
during their Stay in Provence, and one 
general Narrative of their Retreat, as far 
as the Var, may ſeem to have compleated 
this Work, that nothing farther can rea- 
ſonably be defired concerning this unfor- 
tunate Enterprize of the Duke of Savoy, 
and the Loſſes ſuſtained by the Allies this 
Campaign; you willſee however, by the 
following Account, fabundance of very 
nice Particulars; which, for the Reaſons 
before-mention'd, could not fall within 
the Compaſs of the Narrative, that be- 
zins at the Decampment of the Duke of 
Savoy upon his Return, and reaches to his 
Arrival at the Var. 1 


The firſt Halt which the Duke of Savoy 
made after his Decampment, was at Fre- 
ju, where this Prince arrived the 2 5th, 
having march'd all along with incredible 
Expedition. He was ſo fatigu'd with his 
haſty March, and his Troops were ſo 
tired, that 'twas impoſſible tor him to 
continue it, without reſting a Day; ſo 
that he did not leave Frejus till the 27th,

We can't ſay too much, as to what was 
done by the Inhabitants of the ſmall 
Town of Auribeau, in the Dioceſe of La 
Grace, to ſignalize their Zeal and Fideli- 
ty, both at the time the Allies entred 
Provence, and at their Return. At their 
coming in, they followed them near 4 
Leagues, conſtantly croſſing the Woods, 
where they killed upwards of 200 Men, 
who were diſperſed here and there to 
plunder; and at their Return, having 
choſen a Leader, they went before to 
ſeize their Scouts, but being over. powerd 
dy a great Number, were oblig'd to re- 
tire into their Town, which was advan- 
tagiouſſy ſituated upon a' Hill. They 
were preſently ſurrounded on all parts by 
above 3000 Men, who approached their 


Walls; whereupon the Vicar of the 


Place, who had formerly been ſervice- 
able, aſſembling all the Inhabitants, exkxũ 

cited them again, rather a thoufand times 
to loſe their Lives, than to open their 
Gates; repreſenting it as their Duty, a- 
bove all things; to preſerve and defend
